I  do  not  believe  150  lights  ol  tha 
almve  power  would  .  be  sufficient  to 
properly  light  tbe  township  entirely,  as 
rough  calculation  shows  that  there 
are  upwards  of  17. >  corners  or  street  In¬ 
tersections  in  the  township,  and  If 
lights  were  ouly  placed  at  these  point* 
It  Would  In  many  cases  place  them 
about  1,000  feet  apart,  apd  In  some 
Instances  even  further.  This  point, 
however,  could  'be  easily  determined  by 
u  closer  calculation. 

Assuming  the  above  to  be  a  fair  esti¬ 
mate  of  t  he  cost  of  u  plant  sufficient  to 
properly  lfght  the  towu,  and  which  figures 
may  l>e  easily  verified,  and  Inasmuch  as 
the  cost  of  maintenance  approaches  so 
nearly  what  it  would  cost  to  obtain  the 
light  elsewhere,  1.  e.,  from  a  private 
corporation,  lu  which  case  the  town¬ 
ship  would  be  liable  only  for  u  certain 
fixed  rute  j>er  lamp  per  annum,  l  do  not 
recommend  ruuulcipul  ownership  of  an 
eiectrtc-ligbt  plant  at  this  time  for  the 
township  of  Bloomfield.

An  Kxciting  Kniiiur. 

Prophetic  references  foreshowing  tbe 
future  greatness  of  Watsesaing  provoke 
a  smile  among  staid  old  residents  of 
that  place,  who  have  long  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  regurd  eighteen  dollars  a 
month  ns  au  exorbitant  sutu  for  a  fami¬ 
ly  to  pay  for  house  rent.  They  look 
upon  all  allusions  Indicating  future  great¬ 
ness  as  emanating  from  some  one  ou  the 
“bull”  side  of  the  real-estate  market 
and  put  forth  with  a- view  to  enhancing 
the  value  of  property.  Such  Is  not  the 
case,  however.  There  Is  a  foundation  of 
fact  upon  which  to  predict  a  growing 
future  for  Watsessiug. 

Two  years  ago.  If  any  one  had  predict¬ 
ed  that  such  nn  immense  building  as 
tha  Rpaapw  factory  xm«M  adorn  the 
Noll  farm,  such  a  one  would  have  been 
looked  upon  as  “light  in  tbe  tip.”  But 
tbe  factory  is  there— an  Imposing  struc- 
turr,  tha  delight  and  admiration  of  every 
one  w*ho  owns  a  square  foot  of  property 
In  Watsesslag.  Jealous  Falrvlewltes 
have  Endeavored  to  l>eUUIe  the  growing 
Importance  of  Watsesslng  by  insinuat¬ 
ing  that  the  new  factory  is  simply  a 
storehouse  for  goods  manufactured  In 
New  York.  This  is  a  very  unjust  asper¬ 
sion,  and  Is  belled  by  tbe  fact  that  ma¬ 
chinery  is  now  tiolug  put  up  in  the  build¬ 
ing. 

The  excitement  caused  by  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  the  Sprague  factory  has  scarcely 
subsided  when  Watsessiug  is  again 
ag°g  over  another  rurpor  lhat  eclipses 
tbe  Sprague  undertaking.  '  The  rumor 
la  that  an  alliance  is  under  way  between 
the  Hpragua  and  Kdlsoa-  companies 
which,  If  perfected,  will  result  in  the 
erection  of  another  building  of  greater 
dimensions  and  more  Imposing  appear- 
p-than  tha  Bpragtie  tmTItllng.  This 
Is  not  an  idle  rumor.  It  Is  a  very  strong 
probability.  I’eople  may  yet  have  to 
take  off  their  huts  when  they  ride 
through  Watsesslng.

The  event  above  mentioned  came 
about  In  this  way.  Two  of  our  citizens, 
while  waiting  their  turn,  turned  their 
conversation  upon  politics,  one  of  them 
being  a  Republican-Greenback-Demo* 
crat  and  the  other  the  reverse.  The 
argument  waxed  warmer  and  warmer 
and  reeulted  in  a  wager  that  tbe  Demo¬ 
crats  had  held  tha  Presidential  chair 
more  years  than  all  other  parties  com¬ 
bined,  to  wit,  W5  years.  To  make  up 
tbls  period  required  the  administration 
of  Jefferson.  But,  shades  of  our  fathers 
tbe  other  side  would  not  bave  It  so,  and 
claimed  that  there  were  no  Democrats 
in  the  days  of  Jefferson.

Auxiliaries  to  the  regularly  elected 
Towuahlp  Committee  in  Ibis  town  do  not 
aeem  to  thrive.  Tbe  pul  die  confidence 
In  the  ability  of  tbeir  chosen  Committee¬ 
men  to  transact  all  matters  pertaining  to 
municipal  welfare  is  such  that  improve¬ 
ment  associations  and  committees  of 
thirty  do  not  attract  any  great  degree 
of  attention,  sod  public  Interest  iu  the 
roceedings  of  such  bodies  sooh  gets  at 
a  low  effb.  A  spasmodic  enthusiasm  2a 
aroused  at  town  meetings,  but  it  Is  only 
temporory.and  the  great  majority  of  cltl- 
aeaa  consider Their  duty  attended  to 
far  as  municipal  affairs  are  concerned 
when  they  have  elected  tbe  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  for  th#  year.  The  contracting  for 
a  light  and  water  supply  for  the  town  is 
very  important  matter  that  the  Town 
ship  Committee  has  to  arrauge  for. 

The  ten-year  contract  with  tb*  Orange 
Water  Company,  which  expired  on  Jan¬ 
uary  I,  1894,  was  in  many  rcs|>ects  a 
very  unsatisfactory  one.  although  prob¬ 
ably  tbe  best  that  could  be  made  at  th* 
time.  8o  great  was  the  dissatisfaction 
with  tbe  contract  that  It  was  thought 
best  to  give  tbe  water-supply  question 
a  thorough  Investigation  before  entering 
on  a  renewal  with  the  Orange  Water 
Company. 

At  tbe  annual  town  meeting  last  spring 
the  water-supply  question  was  a  princi¬ 
pal  topic  of  discussion,  and  a  committee 
of  thirty  citizens  was  appointed  to  take 
the  matter  In  hand  and  endeavor  to 
ascertain  where  and  how  the  town  could 
•contract  (or  water  to  the  best  advantage. 
A  resolution  was  (Hissed  directing  the 
Township  Committee  not  to  act  In  the 
matter  of  renewing  the  contract  until 
tbe  Committee  of  Thirty  reported  the 
reault  of  their  investigations.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Thtlty  was  not  a  harmonious 
body.  It  contained  a  few  men  who  were 
determined,  If  possible,  to  plunge  the 
township  Into  the  experiment  of  munici¬ 
pal  ownership. 

These  few  were  very  unfair  In  their 
treatment  of  other  members  of  the  com 
mlttee  who  did  not  favor  their  theory.
